Electronic Marvels 
Perform Office Tasks 


Northwestern Mutual's Arlington Heights office features some 
of the most modern automated equipment and methods which are 
revolutionizing the insurance world. 
The glass walled, sound proof machine room on the upper 
level now houses IBM punch card equipment and a “ Flexiwriter.” 
IBM machines punch premium and policy information on 
cards. The punch cards are shipped to the Seattle home of lice 
where the information is fed in­ 
to the company's computer. 
The unique “Flixiwriter" auto­ 
matically types pre-set informa­ 
tion onto policies while a typist 
adds other data like names, ad­ 
dresses and dates. The machine 
combines 
the 
information on 
tape which “mem orizes'’ it. In 
S e a t t l e , the home office com­ 
puter stores this combined in­ 
formation for future use.

A completely new concept is 
utilized in the air conditioning 
system which will keep the tem­ 
perature in Northwestern M u- 
tual's office quarters at a com­ 
fortable level tne year round.

As explained by Joe L. Ben­ 
nett, associate architect for the 
building, both the chiller

Due to the lack of par­ 
titions the building is divided 
into different air conditioning

side windows, the e n t r a n c e 
areas, etc. 


FOR EACH zone there 
are 
“ mixing boxes” connected 
t o 
the hot and cold air ducts so 
that the air is mixed before 
flowing into the room. E a c h 
mixing box has an independent 
thermostat which controls 
the 
mixture of hot and cold air and 
different temperature air can 
be fed to different parts of the 
building. 
Since air conditioning require­ 
ments vary from place to place 
within a room, espe c i a 11 y a 
large room. this 
new 
system 
does away with hot and cold 
air pockets and provides an ev­ 
en temperature throughout the 
building.

They have a general policy­ 
holders rating of “A plus” and 
a financial rating of AAAAA.

ONE WAY OF cutting legal 
costs, Franke noted, was to use 
an attorney only for legal mat­ 
ters and not for daily routine 
problems.

“School districts spend IO times 
as much as villages do,” he 
emphasized. 


“It is up to the pace of the 
school district and what the 
school board desires,” he noted. 
Some schools use their attor­ 
neys “merely as legal advis­ 
ers” while others make sure 
their attorneys actually nego­ 
tiate purchases, contracts and 
other legal matters, he explain­ 
ed. 


“THE ELK GROVE school 
district recently passed a bond 
issue which 
will 
amount to 
$2.25 million in interest alone 
over a 20 year period,” Ber­ 
stein said. When spending this 
kind of money, the Elk Grove 
board felt complete legal help 
was needed as well as the serv­ 
ice of financial consultants to 
help prepare the bond issue it­ 
self, he stressed. 


“For school districts dealing 
in large sums of money, enter­ 
ing into contracts with fantastic 
repercussions both in money 
and in the effect on education, 
you need to use your attorney 
at every meeting and in every 
way,” Bernstein emphasized.

and door frames to keep heat 
in.

Gutters and drains — Clear 
out all leaves and debris. Jam­ 
med gutters 
cause 
water

overflow and seep under the 
eaves where it can cause dam­ 
age. Leaders and drains should 
be cleared so water flows freely. 
Roof — Check for damp spots 
on attic rafters, for daylight 
I showing through the undersur­ 


face of the roof and for water 
spots on walls and ceilings and 
above fireplace mantels. You 
may have leaks in the roofing 
! and flashing. If the roof is worn 
and needs replacement, a new 
roof 
of 
heavyweight 
asphalt 
shingles, guaranteed, bonded or 
warranted up to 25 years, can 
be applied directly over the old 
roofing and will provide addi­ 
tional insulation. 
Insulation — A home that’s 
poorly insulated 
will 
run 
up 
high heating bills. If your home 
falls into this category, plan to 
have it insulated before winter 
sets in. It'll pay in the long 
run. 
Chimneys 
and 
furnaces 
— 
Make sure these are in good 
working order before it’s time 
to use them. Otherwise, the first

Informed Debate Is 
Service to Voters 


Quite often people active in politics 
complain about widespread public apathy 
toward political affairs. 


They are right in expressing concern 
that so many persons find time for triv­ 
ial things but don’t find time to take 
pan in the workings of representative 
government. 


However, the politicians them ­ 
selves must share the blame. Far too 
often they conduct local political or­ 
ganizations so that the activities lack 
appeal for their fellow citizens. 


At a typical monthly meeting of a 
local political group, more often than not 
the members know exactly what the 
speaker is going to say. And the speaker 
usually is the soil who won’t disappoint 
his audience. He knows what he’s ex­ 
pected to say and he says it. He is more 
of a cheerleader than a bona fide com­ 
mentator on public affairs. 


Although this program may make the 
members of the inner circle feel good, it 
has no attraction for the average intelli­ 
gent citizen; so he stays home. 


Some political groups are differ­ 


ent. One of the.se is the W heeling 
Township Young Republicans who 
have a history of picking controver­ 
sial topics and inviting speakers who 
don’t always agree with the official 
GOF view. if there is such a thing. 


Last week the Wheeling Township 
Young COP sponsored a discussion on 
the federal Economic Opportunity Pro­ 
gram as it pertains to the northwest 
suburbs. 


Speakers were Frederick McLendon, 
executive director of the Cook County 
Office of Economic Opportunity, repre­ 
senting one point of view, and Floyd 
Fulle, Republican county commissioner, 
representing another viewpoint. 


With two points of view repre­ 
sented by knowledgeable speakers, 
the debate was founded more on the 
facts of the matter and less on the 
prejudices of sh a k ers and audience. 
A stimulating evening resulted, with 
those attending going home better 
informed. 


For s o m e political organizatioas, 
patronage and jobs still means lots more 
than knowledge and ideas. 


However, in the suburbs, where there 
is a high general level of education and 
alertness, this should not be the case. 


We need more stimulating political 
discussion, not based on party dogmas, 
but keyed to the intellectual level of our 
communities. 


Such programs make good political 
sense, because they are the kind that will 
attract the interest and attention of the 
uncommitted voters. 
Justice for the Aged 


The Illinois Department of Public 
Aid has been unjustly criticized for its 
decision to withhold Social Security in­ 
creases from aged relief recipients. 
Last July, Congress authorized a 7 
per cent increase in Social Security bene­ 
fits. which would mean an increase rang­ 
ing from S4 to ST a month for recipients. 


The public aid department decid­ 
ed to deduct the increase from relief 
checks on the grounds that standards 
of relief in Illinois already provide 
HK) per cent of a recipient’s needs 
for minimum “decency and health.” 
For example, a woman over 65, liv­ 
ing alone in Chicago and paying a rental 
of $75 per month, would have basic 
needs according to department standards 
(excluding medical which is paid in addi­ 
tion) of $122.65. These needs may have 
been met by $70 per month from Social 
Security and $52.65 from public aid. If 
she receives a $5 increase in Social Se­ 
curity, she will be expected to meet $75 
of her basic needs, and public aid will 
provide $47.65. 
The current issue is not whether the 
payments are adequate, for few persons 
would agree that they are. The issue is 
whether t h e decision is sound under- 
existing law. We believe it is. 
The department already deducts from 
relief allotments money received from 
outside sources, such as teachers pen­ 
sions, railroad workers pensions and con­ 


tributions from relatives. 
The department is correct in believ­ 
ing there is no reason to make an excep­ 
tion for Social Security payments. Jus­ 
tice demands that all public aid recip­ 
ients be treated equally and get compar­ 
able benefits from the limited aid funds. 


To consider increased benefits for 
22,(KH) Social Security recipients as 
income is fairer to the other 32,500 
aged reliefers who depend upon tax­ 
payer funds to be divided equally. 


If Illinois is to change policy to per­ 
mit an exemption of unearned income 
w hich will apply to all kinds of unearned 
income and to all categories of public 
aid. such a decision must come from the 
legislature, not the public aid director. 
If welfare allowances for aged per­ 
sons are inadequate, responsibility for 
remedy rests with legislators, not public 
aid officials. 


If it was the intent of Congress to 
vote a $5 bonus to all persons on So­ 
cial Security who receive public aid, 
ignoring the thousands who are in­ 
eligible, then this should be made 
clear by Congress. 
The criticism of the public aid de­ 
partment is misplaced. Under law and 
existing state policy, it had no alterna­ 
tive. The criticism should be properly 
directed to Congress, to the legislature 
and ultimately, to the taxpayer. 
Limelight on Youth 


H. C. Paddock always insisted his 
aim in life was “To Fear God, Tell the 
Truth, and Make Money.”

We’re pleased to have a part in this 
effort, and appreciate the cooperation of 
the many individuals who will be serving 
as judges Oct. 31.

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The striking colors of autumn 
should be as vivid as ever in 
most areas of the county this 
year. Less fortunate are areas 
in central New England where 
the drought robbed trees of 


moisture. There colors may not 
be as spectacular this year. 
What we need for brilliant 
autumn display are bright sun­ 
ny days and moderately cool 
nights. If however, the days are 


overcast and rainy the yellows 
and browns, not the intense 
reds and purples, will be the 
dominant 
colors. 
Frost 
has 
nothing to do with painting fall 
colors............ in fact, frost can 
dull autumn foliage. 
Other factors, too, affect the 
fall colors..............for instance, 
the species of tree. . .or its lo­ 
cation. . . even soil condition. 
Within a species of tree, some 
individuals are more brilliant 
than others. Here’s a rundown 
of which Cook County trees pro­ 
duce what colors. 


W HEN YOU S E E a brilliant 
crimson to winey red tree, ifs 
probably a red maple. Bright 
; to brilliant scarlet would be­ 
long to the scarlet oak. Red 
I oak produces dark red to rus- 
I set foliage and Sassafras is or­ 
ange to scarlet. 
The 
really 
bright 
oranges 


come from one tree. . . the 
sugar maple. Ifs the most col­ 
orful tree of all, combining or­ 
ange with clear yellows a n d 
rich crimson. 
The golden

radiating from the aspen, the 
tulip tree, the ironwood, or the 
lesser known yellow wood. 
The yellows belong to the gin- 


| kos and redbuds—and the birch, 
which produces a soft, clear 
yellow.

The most important thing to
